Minutes - The Faculty Senate 
Special Meeting - Friday, May 22, 1970 
Faculty Conference Room, sixth floor of the Library 

Minute 1 In the absence of President Elliott, Vice President Bright presided and called the 
meeting to order at 2:10 p.m. 

Two new members of the Senate were introduced: Professor Otto Bergmann of 
Columbian College, and Professor Daniel R, Cloutier of the School of Government 
and Business Administration. 

Minute 2 Professor Stevens moved, seconded by Professor Robinson, the adoption of 
Resolution 69/21 to amend the bylaws so as to continue existing standing 
committees (for a temporary period pending the reorganization of Senate 
committees). After discussion by Professors Stevens and Wood, Professor 
Wood moved to amend by adding the words "with the exception of the Student 
Relationships Committee, which is abolished. " Professor Perros seconded. 

After discussion by Professors Robinson and Wood the question was called and 
the resolution as amended by Professor Wood was passed unanimously. 

Minute 3 Vice President Bright read the following letter dated May 22, 1970, from the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee to the Faculty Senate: 

In order to permit the newly elected members of the Faculty 
Senate to participate in the selection of the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, I herewith submit my resignation as 
Chairman. I have asked that the election of the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Faculty Senate be made an item 
of business at the special meeting of May 22, 1970. 

/s/ Edwin L. Stevens 

After receipt of the letter of resignation. Vice President Bright opened the floor 
to nominations for Chairman of the Executive Committee. Professor LeBlanc 
nominated Professor Stevens. There were no other nominations. After 
discussion by Professor Perros, Vice President Bright declared Professor 
Stevens elected by acclamation. 

Minute 4 Professor Stevens moved the nominations, as submitted orally and at the last 
meeting, for the Joint Committee on Student Relationships, for the standing 
committees, for the Academic Forum Editorial Board - 1970-71, and for the 
Hearing Committee on Student Affairs. 

After discussion by Dr. Pierpont, Professors Griffith and Stevens, Professor Kirsch 
moved the addition of Professor Griffith as a nominee to the Joint Committee on 
Student Relationships. Professor Wood moved that each additional name should be 
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voted on as an alternate rather than an addition. Professor Perros seconded. 
After discussion by Professors Morgan and Griffith, Vice President Bright 
called the question on Professor Wood's motion and the motion was defeated. 

Professor Griffith nominated Professor Peter Hill to the University Objectives 
Committee. After discussion by Professors Stevens and Cottrell, Professor 
Kirsch nominated Professor Charles R. Mann to the Committee on Appointment, 
Salary and Promotion Policies. After further discussion by Professors Sharkey, 
Perros and Kirsch, Professor Stevens moved that the question be divided into four 
sections: 

1) Joint Committee on Student Relationships to be elected by ballot 

2) balance of the standing committees 

3) Academic Forum Editorial Board 

4) Hearing Committee on Student Affairs 

Professor Cottrell seconded. The motion to divide was passed.

Professor Stevens asked special dispensation to suspend the rules to permit the 
election of a special committee to attempt to negotiate an agreement in a nonconcurrence 
case in the School of Engineering and Applied Science. Dean Liebowitz had not 
accepted the recommendation of the Electrical Engineering Faculty Personnel 
Committee concerning Professor Nicholas Kyriakopoulos . The Executive Committee, 
with the assistance of Professor Reuben Wood, had been imable to resolve the 
matter, and the Executive Committee wished to recommend the election of a 
special committee to investigate the case and report its recommendation to the 
Senate. Professor Stevens moved to suspend the rules. Dr. Pierpont seconded, 
and the motion carried. The Executive Committee recommended for the special 
committee

After discussion by Professors Kahn, Stevens, and Wood, the question was called 
and the committee was elected unanimously. 

wMinute 6 Professor Robinson asked that the rules be suspended to permit the consideration 
of possible adjustments in the University calendar in the Fall of 1970. Professor 
Stevens seconded. The motion to suspend the rules was passed unanimously. 
Professor Robinson moved that the Educational Policy Committee between now and 
the first meeting in the Fall consider whether we should recommend any alteration 
in the University calendar in connection with the political campaign next Fall. 
Professor Stevens seconded. 


Professor Kirsch moved, and Professor LeBlanc seconded, that the matter be 
sent to the Student Relationships Committee and that the matter be considered 
either by a special meeting of the Senate or by a mail ballot of the Senate as 
directed by the Executive Committee. 

Vice President Bright read a letter from President Logan Wilson of the American 
Council on Education dated May 21, 1970 (appended). After discussion by Professors 
Kirsch, Perros, Morgan, Robinson, Kurtz, LeBlanc, Bari, Kahn, Griffith, Pock, 
Stevens, Highfill, Cloutier and Cottrell, Professor Cloutier moved a substitute 
motion: "The Educational Policy Committee shall study the question of whether 
we should recommend proposed changes in the University calendar this Fall, 
the Committee to report to the Senate and to the Executive Committee when 
ready to make a recommendation, and at that time the Executive Committee 
shall decide whether a special meeting of the Senate shall be called. " Professor 
Stevens seconded. The substitute was passed unanimously. The Robinson motion 
as amended by the svibstitute was passed unanimously. 
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Minute 7 Dr. Pierpont requested the Chairman of the Executive Committee to present a 

report on the actions taken by the Board of Trustees at their meeting May 21, 1970. 
The Chairman said that he did not remember all of the actions but he reported: 

1) the Faculty Organization Plan as amended by the Faculty Assembly 
on April 5, 1970, was accepted; 

2) transfer of funds to cover School of Medicine deficits: 

"RESOLVED, that the Vice President and Treasurer is 
authorized to transfer from the Ford Foundation Endowment 
fund, restricted for the School of Medicine (Book Value 
$2, 000, 000), to the operating funds of the Medical Center 
at June 30, 1970 an amount sufficient to cover the operating 
deficit of the Medical Center for the fiscal year 1969-70. 

He is further authorized to transfer from this same endowment 
fund to the operating funds of the Medical Center on or before 
June 30, 1971 an amount sufficient to cover the operating 
deficit of the School of Medicine but not to exceed the net 
deficit of the Medical Center for the fiscal year 1970-71. 

"(It is understood that the University, having received 
this endowment in 1956 from the Ford Foundation, has 
complied with the terms of the grant by holding it as an 
endowment for a period exceeding ten years , and now 
has the authority to use the corpus of the fund for purposes 
of medical education. It is further understood that the 
operating deficit for 1969-70 of the Medical Center is 
estimated at approximately $700,000 and for 1970-71 at 
approximately $800, 000. Counsel for the University have 
provided an opinion that the Ford Foundation Endowment 
Fund for the School of Medicine may be used as recommended.) " 

3) three new members elected to the Board of Trustees 

P)r. Beverly Ann Henry Oliphant, Mr. Richard A. Harrison, and 
Mr. Douglas R. Smith; 

4) new properties on 21st Street and G Street were acquired 
permitting the accomplishment of the development plan discussed 
at the Senate Meeting on May 8, 1970; 

5) approximately $500, 000 was placed at the discretion of the President 
for further property acquisitions; 
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6) Vice President Sejrmour Alpert reported that the Medical School 
construction was expected to start in the Fall of 1970; 

7) no action was taken on tuition fringe benefits to other institutions 
for faculty children; 

8) no action was taken on Resolution 69/11 (a resolution to maintain 
trustee scholarships). 


Professor Stevens concluded his report with the suggestion that The Monday Report 
would probably carry news of any other Trustee actions which the Chairman might 
have overlooked. 


Minute 8 Vice President Bright asked if there was any further business. There was none. 
Vice President Bright adjourned the meeting at 3:25 p.m.

Dear Colleague; 

It is apparent that many institutions are considering revising 
their academic calendars to provide a period of time before the 
elections for the academic community to participate actively in the 
election process . 

However worthy the concept, this raises many legal issues, the 
extent of which we have not yet determined. There is the matter of 
contractual relations - the "delivery" of education in return for 
tuition and fees. There is the question of the "corporate" involve- 
ment of institutions, as opposed to the involvement of individuals 
within the institutions. There is the matter of staff salaries during 
the hiatus. 

Perhaps most important, there is the question of the tax-exempt 
status of institutions as they (or their members) move into the political 
arena. There is an absolute prohibition against 501 (c) (3) institutions 
participating in or intervening in any political campaign on behalf of 
any candidate for public office. 

We have appointed an Ad Hoc Committee to look into these 
questions and to report to our Board of Directors on June 16. Out 
of this we hope to issue a set of guidelines based on the best opinion 
we can muster. Obviously, each institution is free to make its own 
decisions. The purpose of this letter is to alert you to the fact 
that there are many pitfalls in the road ahead, and that we shall be 
trying to anticipate them and give you our best Judgment.

A RESOLUTION TO AMEND THE BYLAWS SO AS TO CONTINUE EXISTING STANDING COl’lMITTEES 

V7hereas (a) the Faculty Assembly on April 5, 1970, voted to amend the 
Faculty Organization Plan by striking out the list of Senate standing 
committees found in Article III, sec. 5(c)(3), leaving the Senate free 
to create its own structure of standing coimittees, and 
Whereas (b) that amendment can become effective only upon adoption by the 
Board of Trustees, and no sooner than the Board's next meeting May 21, 

1970, and 

Whereas (c) Senate standing committees need to be set up now, and will 
function until the amendment referred to is adopted by the Board, 

and thereafter will be needed until implementing Bylaws can be 
proposed, debated, and adopted by the Senate, therefore 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE UNIVERSITY SENATE OF THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY; 

1. The Senate standing committees as presently enumerated in 
the Faculty Organization Plan, Article III, sec. 5(c)(3), are hereby 
incorporated as a new Section 11 of the Senate Provisional Bylaws, as 
follows; 

2. "Section 11. Standing Committees 

There shall be standing committeos for the following areas; Educa- 
tional Policy; Faculty Performance and Development; University Objectives; 
Administrative Matters as They Affect the Faculty; Research; Admissions 
and Advanced Standing; Library; Public Ceremonies and Assemblies; 

Scholarship; Athletics; Student Relationships; Appointment, Salary, and 
Promotion Policies; Physical Facilities; and Professional Ethics and 
Academic Freedom.” 

3. Other standing committees created by the Senate shall continue 


in force.
